Washington July 22.—After the latest Information was re¬ 
ceived from Centrevlilo, at 7:30 last night, a series of events 
took place in tlie Inteusest degree disastrous. 

Many confused statements are prevalent, but enough h 
known to warrant the statement that «o have suffered tn a 
degree which has cast a gloom i-vcr the remnant of tho army, 
and excited the deepest melanchols throughout Washington. 

The carnage was tremendously heavy on both sides. On 
ours it Is represented as being filgbtfiil. We were advancing 
and taking their masked batteries gradually, but surely, ami 
we were driving the enemy to wards Manassas 3> notion, when 
Uk enemy sectm-il to have been reinforced by Gen Johnston, 
who 1 is und rstooil took command amt Immediately com¬ 
menced dri Ing u- b ck, wren aponlc among our troops sud¬ 
denly occurred, and a regular stampede look place. 

' It Is thought that Gen. McDowell 'Undertook to make a 
ftaml at or about Centrevllle, but Ihu panic was so fearful, 
that the wliolu army became demoralized, and it was Impos¬ 
sible to check them, either'lit Centrevllle or Fairfax Cour' 
House, 

Gen. McDowell intended to make another strmil at Fairfax 
Court House, but our forces being in full retreat could not 
accomplish the object. Beyond Fairfax Goiut House the re- 
t cat was kept up, until the men reached their regular cn- 
cnmpmc ts, a portion of whom returned to them, but ii still 
larger portion coining lnslfle the enlrcncluiu-n s. 

<\ large nplnber of the't roops in their retreat fell on the road- 
sido from exhaustion, nml scattered along the route all the 
way irom'Fairfiix Court House. 

Tho road from Hull Run wns.at rewed with knapsacks, arms, 
etc. Some of onr troops deliberately throwing away tneir 
gnus and iipperteimnces, tho beit-r to facilitate their travel. 

Gen McDowell was in tho rear of-the retreat, exerting 
himself to rally his men, but only with partial success. The 
latter part of tlie' nrmy retreated In order. His orders on the 
field did not at nil times reach those for whom they were In¬ 
tended.

Tho Nows. 

Our coluftins arc full of tlio most intensely 
•oxciting nows from tho scat of War. 'i ho de¬ 
tails will speak for fhomsolves. After a suc¬ 
cessful advance as far as Bull Run and tho re¬ 
pulse of tho enemy from tlioir positions nt that 
point, and just as our troops were throwing 
pontoons over tho streams, a panic, from some 
cause or other, seized some teamsters who 
were in tho advanco, and spread rapidly among 
tho troops, who commenced a precipitate re¬ 
treat, demoralizing tho wholo army, and never 
stopping till they reached tho camps near 
■Washington. The news is most painful. Tho 
loss on our sido almost oxcecds computation. 


Important from the Seal of War. 

Tho following special dispatch was received 


last evening: 

CmoAQO, July 22, 

A dispatch has just been received from Wash¬ 
ington as follows: “Our troops, after taking 
three batteries, and gaining a great victory, woro 
eventually repulsed, and commenced a retreat 
back to Washington. Tho retreat was in good 
order, with tho rear well covered by a good col¬ 
umn, Our loss estimated nt 2,500 to 8,000. 
Tho fortifications around Washington aro strong¬ 
ly reinforced by fresh troops.”

Tho Di.-grucc ut li ill Run. 

Tho news received yesterday afternoon of 
tho prccipitato retreat of our army under Gen. 
McDowell from Bull Rim hack to their en¬ 
trenchments, fell will) stunning effect upon our 
citizens. Our previous advices had been of so 
satisfactory character Hint such a repulso was 
tho last tiling thoy wero looking for. The fact 
that McDowell’s army had just succeeded in 
storming three batteries of tho enemy and driv¬ 
ing them back two miles towards the Junction, 
that wo had also finally outflanked them; and 
the further report that Col. Alexander was then 
busily engaged in throwing his pontoons over 
tho Rijn for a last charge upon them, had pre¬ 
pared us to anticipate a successful issue of the 
engagement. Indeed ouv dispatches gave as-! 
suranccs of ns much. Tho news, coming im¬ 
mediately upon tlio heels of all this, that 
our “ grand army ” worn retreating in 
confusion and disorder back to Washington 
struck upon us like a clap of thunder. Tho 
full extent of tho disaster which has thus be¬ 
fallen our arms is not at tlio time wo write de¬ 
finitely ascertained. Wo arc in hopes tho tel¬ 
egraph has exaggerated tho facts. It is almost 
incrediblo that an army of fifty thousand of 
tho flower of tho North could bo so carried 
away by panic as to retreat in confusion to tlio 
distance of twenty-six miles. But bad as this 
business now appears, and unfortunate as the 
morale may bo, let no one for a moment sup- 
poso that the disaster is either irreparablo or 
disbeartoning. Indeed, wo aro not so certain 1 
but that it may in soiro measure be of service 
to ouv troops. Tho men composing our army 
aro not of tho hind of stuff to bo demoral¬ 
ized by any such reverse. They are brave 
men, howovcv a panic may temporarily have 
seized them. Even tho Old Guard of Napo¬ 
leon—heroes as they were, all of them— 
know what it was to be panic stricken; and 
wo venture to say that every soldier that 
fled in confusion, from Manassas Junction, 
on Sunday night, is burning to-day to 
bo led back in order to retrieve his dis- 
graco. Wo hopo such an opportunity may as 
speedily as possiblo bo given them. Tho hun¬ 
dreds of bravo men who havo already fallen at 
Manassas Gap, and tho rivers of blood which 
may yet flow there, aro nothing so far as the. 
perpetuity of tho Union is concerned, compared 
with tho importance of winning back tho pres¬ 
tige and tho honor which were lost to us by this 
disgraceful retreat.. That our reverso will speed¬ 
ily ho rnoro than repaired; and that treason and 
disunion will bo crushed under tho strong heel 
of tlio law, no ono who will for a moment con¬ 
sider the resources and energies of tho Federal 
Government can for a moment doubt. Instead 
of boing disheartened or discouraged, our army 
will ho only stimulated to further and more vig¬ 
orous action. Bo assured, tlio disaster at Bull 
Run wild, be wjtkd out. 


Tho Herald's special correspondent writes 
i r om tho camp of the First Division of tho Grand 
■’\riiiy, under Gen. Tylor.that that wing, nmn- 

ijering about sixteen thousand, halted last night 
within about four and a half miles of Gen tre- 
ville, and bivouacked by brigades for the night 
in tho fields along tlio road sido. 

A messenger .who left tho cainp one milo from 
Ccnlrevillo at nino o’clock a. m. to day, reports 
that the skirmishers had discovered a robel bat¬ 
tery at Centrcville, and another at Bull's Run. 
Tho Union forces were preparing for an assault 
upoii them. They wero to ho carried lo-day, 
and tlio way cleared for tho attack upon Manas- 
KHS Junction, a few miles beyond. If these bat¬ 
teries nvo not more scientifically constructed 
than those on this sido of Fairfax Court House, 
they will ho carried by a flank movement, or an 
attack in the rear. It is not possible, howev¬ 
er, tiiat tho rebels will wait for this operation. 
Thoy havo evidently a grand scare upon them, 
from which they will not easily recover. The 
fact is established that their force at Fairfax 
Court House was composed of their crack reg¬ 
iments from South Carolina, Alabama, and Lou¬ 
isiana. Tho retreat oftheso tnen, without show¬ 
ing fight, will demoralize tho wholo force at 
Manassas, and running will be apt to become 
as much an epcdcniic with them as secession 
lias been. 

Col. Stribel, of the First Connecticut skirm¬ 
ishers. captured astrnggiingirohol baggage wag¬ 
on, filled with tents, stores, arms, etc., etc., m 
n by-road. A broken down wagon, loaded with 
flour, was also found on tho road. Tho grounds 
of two vehol encampments woro passed, both of 
which had apparently been but a thort time 
abandoned. Some tents and picks and shovels, 
trunks full of effects, barrels of whisky and vin¬ 
egar, and sides of bacon, wero left in tho hur¬ 
ried fl’ght of tho rebels. 

A signal dispatch from General Beauregard 
to General Philip St. Gcorgo Cooke, command¬ 
ing tho robel forces near Gornmntown, was 
found by a Connecticut officer. It instructed 
him to keep a particularly careful lookout on 
Tuesday evoning, thereby showing that some 
traitors in Washington apprised tho rebols of 
the timo of tho advanco of tho grand army. 
Had it not been for this, largo captures of 
prisoners would doubtlessly have been made. 

I n the course of last evening a lively exchange 
of musket shots took place between tho Union 
and rebel pickets. 

Among tho tvophics reserved by your corres¬ 
pondent, in addition to the morning reports of 
General Bonham’s force, and tho general orders 
of General Beauregard, is the sign of “Brigadier 
General Bonham’s office,” a sample of the Minio 
cartridges captured, and a Palmetto button, cut 
from an officer’s uniform coat left on tho field. 

The robel troops at Fairfax’ must havo missed 
their rations for the day, since the fresh beef in¬ 
tended for them was found hanging in the 
slaughter hr use by some of tho Now York Sev- 
onty-first, and by right of discovery four quar¬ 
ters of it wero given to that regiment for their 
dinner. 

Among tho general orders, copies of which 
wero found at Brigadier General Bonham’s

Ei.izabf.tu Barrett Browning. -Tho lat¬ 

est foreign arrival brings tho intelligence of tho 
death of Mrs. Browning, an ovent which occur¬ 
red on tho 23th' of Juno, at Florcnco. Sho was 
born in London in 1809/and was educated with 
great caro in mnsculino rango of studies, and 
with masculino strictness of intellectual disci¬ 
pline. Beginning to writo at a very early ago, 
in 1825 thero appeared from her pen a voliuno 
entitled ‘SAn Essay 5n Mind, with other Poems:” 
In lS83,sho again appeared before tho public 
in a volume entitled “Prometheus Bound, and 
other Pooms.” In 1838 appeared “Tho Sera¬ 
phim, and oilier Poems.” About tlio time of 
tho publication of this volume, Mrs. Browning’s 
health bccamo impaired by tho rnpturo of a 
blood vessel, and her state was rendered ovon 
more critical by tho subsequent sad death of a 
much loved brother. For many years her life 
was that of a confirmed invalid. . In tho retire¬ 
ment of her sick chamber sho sought refresh¬ 
ment in tho gravest studies; and from her pon 
thero appeared in The Londom Athenmim, a se¬ 
ries of articles on the Greek Christian Poets.— 
In 1844, thq first collected edition of bor works 
was published, and this was soon followed by 
her introduction to Mr. Browning, whoso wifo 
sho beeaino in 1846, being then restored to a 
good degroo of health. Since their marriage 
Mr. and Mrs. Browning havo resided for tlio 
most part in Florcnco, where in 1849, a son was 
horn to them. “Casa Guidi Windows” was pub¬ 
lished in 1851. “Aurora Leigh,’’ hor most im¬ 
portant work, was published in 1850 .—Hew 
Tori: Tribune.

It 
was dated “Headquarters of Department of 
Alexandria, Camp Pickens, June 14,” and mini- 
bored, “General Order No. 15,” directing that 
thereafter only twelve pounds of oats or corn 
per day should bo issued for each horse, anil cau¬ 
tioning cavalry officers to bo particularly careful 
in forago expenditures. It was signed by 
“Tims. Gordon, Acting Assistant AcljutantGen- 
oral,” by order of Brigadier General Beaure¬ 
gard, addressed to “General M. L. Bonham,” 
and countersigned by “W. O. Morayne, Acting 
Assistant Adjutant General,” and addressed, 
lastly, to “Col. Ewell, commanding cavalry Fair¬ 
fax Court House.” 

Messrs. Nixon and Frank, members of tho 
House, who entered Fairfax Court House yos- 
day with Gen. McDowell's division, report that 
the Union men ncav that placo had been in tho 
woods for days to avoid being impiessed into 
tho rebel army. Farmers residing out for a 
few miles wore extravagant in their expressions 
of joy at the arrival of our troops, and boing 
again free to speak their Union sentiments.— 
Some bad run the rebel pickets and reached 
Gen. Tyler’s division. 

The rebel flag left flying at Fairfax Court 
House was taken clown by Corporal MeBaben, 
of tho 2d Rhode Island regiment. 

Major Ballou of the 2d Rhode Island regi- 
men(‘ which was acting as skirmishers, was 
the first to mount tho ramparts of Gen. Bon¬ 
ham’s entrenched camp. 

Whilp standing upon tho steps of one of the 
tavcrmCai Fairfax Court House, after the en¬ 
trance of tho Union troops into tho village, we 
ovi-Fheard the men and women collected upon 
the porch commenting upon tho different ap¬ 
pearance of the troops that had just left and 
those which were then arriving. They ex¬ 
pressed tho opinion that the Union .soldiers 
were better dressed, move halo and hearty, and 
moro'Tull of spirit, than the dejected South 
Carolinians, who had recently scampered 
through the town. Our troops, although ex¬ 
hausted by their hot march, went into the vil¬ 
lage singing gayly, and'shouting their greet¬ 
ings to the Stars and Stripes. 

An officer from tho seat of war who reached 
here to night, br.ngs information that the troops 
which marched from Fairfax' Court House, ap¬ 
peared before Centrcville, about 10 o’clock this 
morning. ' » 

They halted within half a mile of tho ene¬ 
my’s entrenchments and formed a lino of bat¬ 
tle, expecting a conflict. 

The scene is represented as grand and impos¬ 
ing. Instead of the smoke of battle lor which 
they were earnestly looking, they suddenly saw 
tho national flag hoisted over the town, and a 
solitary man running down tho line announcing 
that the enemy .had fled. 

Soon tlio bang played tho Star Spangled 
Banner amid tlio 'cheering voices of the, Union 
troop's. It is said that there were 7,000 or 8,000 
rebels at Centrcville, but the number is proba¬ 
bly much exaggerated. They took their cannon 
with them in their flight. 

The gentloman who furnishes this informa¬ 
tion, states that Germantown has not been 
destroyed; though a house or two has been 
burned. 

It is stated on the authority of several offi¬ 
cers that the news of General McClellan’s vic¬ 
tories lias just become generally known at Ma¬ 
nassas junction. 

. The army was to inarch on Manassas Junc¬ 
tion this afternoon. 


Difil’ATCIl FROM GENERAL .’Il’nOWELL TO TnB WAR 
DEPARTMENT. 

[Tho following dispatch was received this afternoon.] 
Faiki-ax Om t Hoosh, July IS. 
To Colonel 'E. D. Townsend, Assistant Adjutant General, 
Washington: 

The First Division, under General Tyler/ is 
between Germantown and Centrcville. 

Tho Second - (Hunter's) • is at this place, 


just about to move forward to Centrcville. 

_ The Fifth (Miles’) is at |ho crossing of.tho 


Road with tho road from this to Fairfax Sta 
tion, and is ordered forward to Centrcville',by 
tho old Brnddock road. Barry’s battery, has 
joined it. 

One of. Col. Ileiritzclniann’s brigades, (Wil¬ 
cox,) is at Fairfax station. Col. Iloiritzchnnnn 
and his other brigade nro.bckw the station, but 
he has not reported to mo since wo have been 
here, and I have not been ablo to;'.Communicate 
with him. I think they, aro at Sangstcr’s sta¬ 
tion. The fourteen wounded yesterday, .bo'-' 
longed to Col. Miles’ division, who had some 
slight skirmishing in reaching his position. 

Each column encountered about,the sameob- 
struotions—trees felled across (ho road—but 
the nxmen cleared them out in a few moments. 

Thero wero extensive breastworks thrown up 
at this placo, and softie of them with embra¬ 
sures resettled / with' 'sand bags. Extensive 
breastworks were also thrown up at the Fairfax 
railroad siation, and the road leading to Saiig- 
ster’s. 


A great deal of work had been done by them 
and the number and size’ of their camps show 
that they lmvo been here in great force;' 

Their re treat,'.'thero fore, must have a dama¬ 
ging effect upon them. They left in such haste 
that they did. not draw, in their pickets, who 
came into one of our camps, 'thinking, as it oc¬ 
cupied the same place, that -it was their own ./ 

Tho obstructions to tho railroad in the vicini¬ 
ty of tho station, including the deep cut filled 
in with earth, etc., can bo cleared out in a few 
hours. The telegraph poles arc up with tho 
wires on them. I liopo to have railroad and 
telegraphic’communication in a very short time. 

Much. flour, some arms, forage, tents, camp 
equipage, itc., Were abandoned. 

: I am distressed .to.have to report excesses by 
our troops. The excitement of the men fougd 
vent in burning'and pillaging, which, however, 
was soon chocked. It distressed us all greatly. 
I go to Ocntrovillo in a few moments.

All tho masked batteries so much talked 0 ^ 
and'which rendered tho lenders of our forces ex¬ 
tremely careful in tho forward movement, turn¬ 
ed out to be nothing mom than infantry breast¬ 
works of tlio meanest stylo of construction. 


THE FIGHT AT DUEL HUN, 


By privato dispatches received to-night from 
Bull Run, three miles beyond Oentrovillo, I learn 
that Gen, Tyler’s division met with sharp oppo¬ 
sition from ilio rebels at about noon to-day. 

It appears that the South Cnrolinia and Ala¬ 
bama troops, that fled irom Fairfax Court House 
yestorday, fell back upon Bull Run, where they 
received reinforcements from Manassas Junction. 
It is stated that they were too strong, with their 
masked battery, to be overcome by tlio single 
advanco brigade under General Richardson, tho 
largest! portion of which force was engaged in 
skirmishing. 

When my informant left tho battle had lasted 
about two hours, but he had not heard of a sin 
glc man being killed our wounded on our sido. 
General Richardson’s men stood.up to tho (iro 
bravely, and responded to tho secreted rebels 
as well as they could. ; 

Finding it necessary.to storm tho place, and 
not wishing to sacrifice'his men unnecessarily, 
he ordered them to fall back beyond the reach 
of the enemy’s shot, which was executed in ad¬ 
mirable order, and await reinforcements. 

My informant being a civilian, without arms, 
was ordered with others to the extreme rear, 
consequently lie left tho sccno of action, meet¬ 
ing in about half an hour tho reinforcements 
advancing, lie has no doubt that tho battery 
was subsequently taken, as our forces were suf¬ 
ficient, and my informant afterwards heard fir¬ 
ing. 

A dispatch received at tho War Department 
to-night from Springfield, says , that heavy can¬ 
nonading was heard thero at about five o’clock 
this afternoon, in tho direction of Bull Run. 
Tho guns heard wore pr bablysoinnof General 
McDowell’s thirty-two pounders, belonging to 
the seigo train. 


From the Left Wing ot tho Army. 

The Herald's correspondent detailed to tho 
left wing of tho advancing column, in Colonel 
Miles’ division, reports as follows: 

Onh Milk East op Fairfax Ooup.t Housb, l 
July 17—2 p. st. | 

Our division, Colonel Miles commanding, 
moved at six o’clock this morning from Annti- 
dale. Companies A, B, G and 1C, of tho Eighth 
New York regiment. Lieut. Col. W. II. young 
commanding, composed tho advance guard. 
They met the fifth Alabama regiment of rebels 
threo miles from Fairfax, when the rebels open¬ 
ed (ire, wounding four men—Lieut. Groot, II. 
McKinley, and John Allen—the latter mortally. 
Ho was shot through tho left arm and sido ; and 
another privuto was slightly wounded, name un¬ 
known. It is ascertained "that between twenty, 
and thirty rebels were kiikd. All the officers 
of the brigade acted well, and Col. Young was 
cool and very brave. 

; The ontiro road was blockaded with trees. 
Our pioneers worked very hard. 

A company of cavalry, shortly after ono p. M., 
came from Gen. .McDowell, notifying us that 
Fairfax was taken. 

■ We.wore fired upon by our own skirmishers, 

and three men slightly wounded. 

Wc now occupy the camp of tlio Fifth Ala¬ 
bama Regiment, Col. R. R. Rhodes, who scam¬ 
pered oil’, leaving camp utensils, blankets, etc. 
The road was strewed with blankets, and wo 
found about ono hundred guns. 

The masked batteries were oil the road, and 
if they had made a stand tiivcc miles from hero, 
whtro two formidable batteries were erected, 
they could liave killed one-half of our division.. 
The enemy had four howitzers,- 

Lieut. Colonel Young’s men received about 
fifteen volleys. 

Col. Ileintzelniaii came up on tho left, with 
tlio Fire Zouaves, and captured a battery of lour 
guns and a rebel (lag. Additional batteries 
have been sent to reinforce us,

On Tank of Ojungb and Alexandria Railroad

We have had the pleasure of seeing tho ene¬ 
my flying before us, but in consequence of the 
roughness of the march and owing to the heavy 
guns which we havo carried along, they havo 
succeeded in making their . escape without a. 
fight. YVe have now full possession of the rail¬ 
road ns; far us this station. ’ Tho enemy com¬ 
menced their retreat during to-day, and barely

escaped by tho.old Fairfax road, which is occu¬ 
pied ns far.as Fairfax station by Col. ‘Wilcox, 


who took eleven prisoners, and Col. Miles is in 
possession of Fairfax Court House, 

Oti Wednesday morning tho troops proceed¬ 
ed as.far as the evoss road that ieads to Sang¬ 
ster’s' station, on tho Fairfax road, arriving at 
noon, when Col. Franklin’s command branch¬ 
ed off on the road to Sangster’s to cut off rail¬ 
road communication, and Col. Wilcox proceed¬ 
ed on tlio road to Fairfax station. 

Col. Heintzehnann in the meantime remained 
at tho corner cf Snugster’s crossroads, two and 
a half mil; s from Fairfax siation, with Col. 
Howard’s brigade and Capt. Lowe’s cavalry. 

About oneo’clockYho following dispatch was 
received from Ool. Wilcox: 

To Col.; Ifi'iNTZELMANN, Fairfax station: 

We have taken Fairfax station, with eleven 
prisoners. ‘ A'large number of infantry, and 
some horsemen.fled over, towards tho left, and 
Franklin can intercept them. Wo have a flag, 
etc. O. B. Wilcox. 

Tho roads towards Sangster’s were intercept¬ 
ed by the foiling of trees and other obstructions,

= AnvAlabama -yeginierit -was encamped ‘within 
two miles of the forks of tho. road, where wo 
arrived ’at noon,, (ho canip fires of which • wero 
still-burning’ -when ‘wo passed this afternoon, 
and. there was every evidence of their hasty 
retreat-f quantities, of fresh ;becf, corn, •* etc„- 
boiryg left behind.’

few pickets.',. 

" On Tuesday afternoon the lines of march 
were taken, the corps d’armee ijnder the coin- 
ma'nd ofj Cpl.^Hciritzelmanri, of the Seventeenth . 
infantry] comprising', the brigades of Onloneis 
.Prdnkhn, 15 ,Wilc6Y .and' : IIriward. Tho troops 
proceeded without any difficulty whatever over 
tho old Fairfax and Pohick/roads, n distance of 
ton mile3 from Alexandria, when they bivouack¬ 


ed at Pohick creek over night. The scene 
was a most romantic one, llic camp fires 
burning on cither side of the hill that sur¬ 
rounded tho creek. 

At three o’clock tho next morning tlio troops 
were stirring, and ns early as dawn the line was 
reformed. The troops proceeded on the old 
Fairfax road in the following order: 

First Brigade, under Colonel Franklin, in tho 
advance. 

Second Brigade, under Colonel Wilcox, ns tho 
centre of tho column. 

Third Brigade, Colonel Howard, of Maine, 
commanding. 

the 'ADVANCE BRIGADE—REBELS CAI’TURF.O. 

The First German brigado took possession of 
Hunting Creek on the 13th inst., and encamped 
there merely, temporarily, preparatory to a for¬ 
ward movement. Tho brigade,consists of tho 
Eighth, Twenty-ninth jind Garibaldi regiments 
of New York, and Col. Einstein’s Twenty-sev¬ 
enth Pennsylvania regiment. Map Gen. Miles 
is the commander of the division. 

Capt. Schwartz's company, of fho Garibaldi 
Guard, was-.on’picket.duty this morning, when 
the furthest outpost challenged a number of 
men, who were amfed , with shot guns and one 
rifle. The alarm signal was given,, and tho 
strangers commanded to surrender, which they 
did at discretion. It was fouiid that tho eleven 
men belonged to a militia company in Occoquan, 
Prince William county/ Virginia, and were or¬ 
dered to mount guard ngainst the Northern ab-- 
olitionists, and to hold themselves in readiness ‘ 
to. inarch on Tuesday. 

The men thus captured aro apparently very, 
intelligent, and announce themselves as uncom¬ 
promising Union men, They say that they es¬ 
caped on account of persecution, and are happy 
to lie in the hands of Union men. They also re¬ 
port that at their village, which is near Fairfax 
Court Mouse, there arc two companies of cavalry 
stationed. These arc Albemarle cavalry, Capt. 
Davis, numbering 100 men, and (lie Prince Wil¬ 
liam cavalry, o< about tho same number. Their 
names are as follows:]Henry F. Doty, Thos. 
Reeves, Luther E. Swan, Chapman Carr, Jus. M. 
Petit, Edwin Moore, Jas. W. Davis, Win, H. 
Davis, W 111 . Connor, Jno. T. Wiley, and Jno. T. 
Dull. They all say they can ho identified at 
Washington, and arc desirous of fighting for the 
Stars and Stripes. . 

Brigadier General Blanker is at present mak¬ 
ing observations from tlio map preparatory to 
tho forward movement, which will be towards 
Manassas Junction.

eral commanding finds it necessary to reiterate 
his orders for the preservation of tlio property 
of the inhabitants of the district .occupied by 
the troops under Ins command. Hardly had 
we arrived at this place, when, to the horror of 
every light-minded person, several houses; wero 
broken open, and others were in flames, 
by the net of some of those, who, it has been 
the boast of the loyal, came here to protect the 
oppressed and free the country from the dom¬ 
ination of a hated parly. The property of this 
people is at the mercy of tlio troops who, wc 
rightly say, arc the most intelligent, best edu¬ 
cated, aim most law-abiding of any that wero 
ever under arms. But do not therefore 
the acts of yesterday cast the deeper 
stain upon than?.- It has been claimed by 
some that their particular corps were not en¬ 
gaged in these acts. This is of but little mo¬ 
ment; since the individuals arc not found out, 
we arc all alike disgraced. Coniniandeis of re¬ 
giments.will select a commissioned officer as a 
provost marshal, and ten men as a police force 
under him, whose special and sole duty it shall 
be to preserve the property from depredations, 
and to arrest ail wrongdoers of whatever regi¬ 
ment or corps they may be. Any one found 
committing the. slightest depredation, killing 
pigs or poultry, or trespassing on the property 
of the inhabitants, will be reported to head¬ 
quarters, and the least that will be done to 
them will be. to. send them to the Alexandria 
jail. It:s again ordered that no one shall arrest 
or attempt to arrest any' citizen not in arms at 
U 10 time, or search or attempt to search any 
house, or even to enter tho same' without per¬ 
mission, The troops must behave themselves 
with as much forbearance and propriety as if 
they wero at their own homes. They are here 
to light the enemies of the countty, not to 
judge and punish the unarmed and defense¬ 
less/however guilty they may bo. When ne¬ 
cessary, that will be done by the proper per¬ 
son.

Our forces at Manassas, early Mon¬ 
day morning, met with a pretty severe 
reverse.
